We have not required that a garden-sirdar should pay a fee for having his certificate 
countersigned under Section 19, or that a recruiter should pay a fee to the medical officer 
for a certificate under Section 45. We have slightly altered the constitution of the Labor 
Transport Fund to meet the provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code, Section $08, 

We have given power to a Magistrate to advance any sum which a garden-sirdar may 
be ordered to pay to an emigrant under Section $1 and to recover the amount from 
the employer with interest; and we have provided that interest shall be recoverable on 
sums advanced by a Magistrate under Sections 79, 80, 81, and 86.
